Suddenly Sammin turned to one 
of his captors and asked to be allowed 
to have a word. He was given permis- 
sion to talk, and then in an off-hand way 
he told how he and his comrades had 
entered the store, robbed Ogletree, made 
him jead the way to Mrs. Ogletree and 
how one had held the gun against Ogle- 
tree's breast while his wife was at the 
mercy of his associate. Sammin said that 
an approaching freight train, the same 


on the night of the crime, had 
frightened him and his associates away. 
Every detail of the crime was given by 
the negro, and never through the re- 
cital did he show the slightest fear. 
was as steady and even-toned as a man 


who had never committed a crime, and | 


readily answered every question asked 
him. He informed those about him that 
he had no idea that his life would be 
spared and said that he didn’t care to 
live any longer. Then in response to 
questions, he gave the names of those 
who were with him and in more than one 
instance indicated where some one could 
be.

After hearing Sammin’s story, the tem- 
per of the crowd was none improved, and 
the manner of meting out death was dis- 
cussed.

There were others, 
though, who did not like the torch, and 
after a long parley, dring which Sammin 
listened, without showing any interest, 
it was decided to shoot him.

DEWEY IS IN GOOD HEALTH 


ADMIRAL SAYS HE WILL NOT 
GO TO CARLSBAD. 


Gibraltar To Be the Last European 
Port at Which the Olympia 
Touches. 


Trieste, July 2#.—A correspondent of 
the Associated Press today visited Ad- 
miral Dewey on board his flagship Olym- 
pia and was cordially reccived. Admiral 
Dewey said that although he had receiv- 
ed many invitations rrom Americans so- 
journing at Carlsbad, he had never in- 
tended going there. 

“Look at me,’ said the admiral. *‘Do 
I look like a sick man? Do I look as tf 
I required Carlsbad treatment? I am quite 
healthy, and though I will be sixty-two 
next December, I feel quite young in 
health ana spirits. and from my humor 
you will notice that what I tell you is 
quite correct. I came to Trieste solely to 
recruit the health of my crew, they hav- 
ing passed seventeen months in the trop- 
ics without a break. 

“My reception by the Austrian officials 
was most friendly and according to the 
usual etiquette. All reports of the empe- 
ror’s declining me a reception are un- 
founded. 

“IT expect to remain in Trieste about a 
week longer, and shall then proceed, 
probably to Naples. Further details and 
plans have not been decided upon, but 
the cruiser will remain during the whole 
of August at Mediterraenan ports. The 
last port touched {n Europe will be Gi- 
braltar, where we will only take on coal 
and stores. We are expected in New York 
by October Ist. 

“I have accepted {invitations to recep- 
tions by the citizens of New York and 
Washington, and am already in posses- 
sion Of a photograph of the sword of

WATERSPOUT WAS AHEAD

Arrival of Troops at Manila—Let%®r 
from American Prisoners 
of War. 


Manila, July 24, 6 p. m.—The United 
States transport Sheridan, which sailed 
from San Francisco June 25th, with re- 
enforcements for General E. 8S. Otis, has 
arrived here. On July 16th a great water- 
spout was discovered directly in the 
course of the ship, and to avoid it, it 
was necessary to make a detour of sev- 
eral miles. 

On board the transport Sheridan were 
Brigadier Genera) Samuel B. M. Young 
and aides; Colonel Daggett, Major Quin- 
ton, companies B and H, of the Four- 
teenth infantry, 239 enlisted men and two 
company officers; troops A and F, of the 
Fourth cavalry, seven officers and 173 
enlisted men; Lieutenant Moss and twen- 
ty-five men of the Twenty-fourth infan- 
try; elght hospita] corps men and forty- 
one members of the signal corps, as well 
as 1,248 recruits for the regiments already 
in the Philippines. 

General Otis has recelevd a letter dated 
July 2d, and signed by Charles Bland- 
ford and Fred Heppe, respectively, assist- 
ant engineer and third officer of the hos- 
pital ship Relief, who were captured by 
Filipinos off Paranaque on May 30th. 
The letter says the prisoners in the hands 
of the insurgents ‘‘are receiving excel- 
lent treatment, but the suspense of fear- 
ing the loss of our positions Is terri- 
ble.”’ 

The writers beg General Otis to inter- 
cede for their release. Genera} Otis has 
taken steps in that direction.

CASES POSTPONED 
BY CHIBF MANLY 


Investigation of Alleged Turf Exchanges 
Is Deferred. 


MATTER CAUSES MUCH TALK 


Differences Between Chief and De- 
tective Captain Leading Feature. 


POSTPONED ON ACCOUNT CITY ATTORNEY 


Chief Manly Says He Believes He 
Has Evidence To Convict—Trials 
May Be Set Today. 


The cases against Ernest Looney, Wil- 
liam R. Cannon and James F. Lynch, 
who are tharged with conducting a turf 
exchange in the city, will not be tried in 
the police court this morning, as was 
first announced Ly the chief of police. 

Chief Manly announced yesterday that 
he had been informed the city attorney 
would not be able to appear to prose- 
cute the cases today, and therefore the 
trials had been postponed. 

A day fer a hearing of the cases has 
not been set, but the matter will doubt- 
less come up before the recorder some 
time this week. 

The story of the arrest of the three 
men, and the history of the alleged turf 
exchanges which was given in yester-- 
day's Constitution, were read with con- 
siderable interest. The trial will attract 
a large crowd to the recorder’s court. 

Chief Manly says he frels positive 
that he has evidence enough to convict the 
defendants of running a place where 
betting on ‘horse races was permitted. 

Cannon has a turf exchange outside 
the city limits, near Piedmont park, and 
the alleged exchanges in the city were 
said to be merely places for ‘‘fnYorma- 
tion.’’ 

The chief of police says he expects to 
prove that money was received at the 
places in the city, and was not sent to 
the exchange outside the city, and that 
the statement that the money was only 
received for accommodation was 
to deceive the officers of the law. 

The most interesting feature about the 
whole affair is the effect that the chief 
of police and the detective captain have 
disagreed about the method of proced- 
ure to rid the city of the alleged turf ex- 
changes. Captain Slaughter ordered the 
places closed after he had secured, so 
he stated, evidence to warrant him In 
making cases. 

It was said the places had been closed 
and that bicycle messengers had ceased 
to carry Out the money put up on Lets. 

The chief says the places did not close, 


and he further states that he believed if | 


there was evidence to convict the defend- 
they should have been arrested in- 
stead of being ordered to close up. 

The chief will probably set a time for 
the trials today.

Supreme Court Decides in Favor of 
Judge Eve. 


SUIT WAS FILED IN AUGUSTA 


Phinizy and Others Claimed He 
Could Not Serve as Commis- 
sioner, Too. 


By a decision handed down by the su- 
preme court yesterday, Judge William F. 
Eve, judge of the city court of Rich- 
mond county, is allowed to hold not on- 
ly his official position gas judge, but is al- 
so permitted to retain his place as ex- 
officio commissioner of roads and reve- 
nues of the same county. . 

In December last suit was filed in the 
superior court of Rickmond county by 
Jacob Phinizy and others, to contest the 
legality of Judge Eve occupying two po- 
sitions at one and the same time. It was 
held in the petition that it was contrary 
to the constitution of the state for Judge 
Eve to serve as a commissioner and it 
was stated -that ‘fas commissioner he lev- 
led al] taxes for the county and also ex- 
ercised the taxing power in and for the 
county.”’ 

It was asserted that the taxing power 
was a legislative power and while exer- 
cising it he was at the same time hold- 
ing a judicial office and discharging judl- 
clary functions. In consequence, it was 
alleged, he was acting in violation of ar- 
ticle 1, paragraph 23, of the constitution 
of the state. 

The article referred to is as follows: 

“The legislative, judicial and esgecutive 
power shall forever remain separate and 
distinct, and no person discharging the
